W. R. Duxx, Stn:—In the lastissue
of your paper I saw the article quuted
from the Forest Press, in which an in-
direct chinrge was mnde, intended to
cast a stigma upon . the charncter of
Gen. Harry White.  Aud as many of
the reaaers of the Rervnricax may
not be fumiliar with the war record of
Harry White, allow me here to intro-
duce a small serap of the history of
the gallant soldier and statesman, from
the pen of J, Trainor King. The his-
torfan savs, in his *Biographival
Bketehes of Promivent Men'

In the early part of the year 1863,
General Lee left Fredericksburg on
his campaign of juvasion. Major
White's regiment, together with many
others were at Berryaville, Virginia;
and before the War Department was
awnre of Lee's Intentions, it ordered
n conceniration of the forces nt Win-
chester, uuder commuand of General
Milroy, where they reached in time'to
participate in the defence of that |ilace,
against the attack of Ewell's corps:
aud-nlthough the Federal forces were
but 5,000 men, they held that portion
of Genernl Lee’s army in check for
three days, but were finally driven
back to Harper's Ferry. The enemy
had, however, cut offf every avenue of
escape, but throngh a vigorous and
determined effurt of a part of the
Federal forces succeeded in culting
their way through, and many were
taken prisoners in the hazaraous at-
temipt.  Among the latter was Major
White, together with about one hun-
dred other officers. They were taken
to. Richmond and connfied in “Libby
Prison."”

Now Mr. Editor the above quota-
tiou of history was written when Har-
ry. White was lying'in a Southern
dungeon, und George A. Jenks wus
stumping Clarion county in the iuter-
est of the democratic party,

And again allow me to introduece a
littlo history, possibly forgotten by
many Republicans anpl Democrats :
Harry White, when captured was a
member of the Biate Senate. The
Sevate then stood 17 Republicsvs and
16 Demoeraws.  The eaptureof White
and bis detention iv prison made the
{Benate u tie. The Rebels were soon
posted up to hold White. This onused
u tie vole and henee came what was
well knowa at that time as the **Dead
Lock.” The Democrats refused to
let the Benate be orgauized, hence all
